WHATEVER HAPPENED TO THE AUTOPATCH 722272272722722? 


Quite a few people have asked about the status of the AARC autopatch 
so we decided at the board meeting to put a little background in the news- 
latter instead of just passing the word around by mouth. r 


As of this moment we do not have an operational open autopatch in the 
Anchorage area, The autopatch was taken off of 34/94, 3 years ago because 
it was unreliable. Del Wolfington, KL7EKB, owns and operates the 16/76 
machine and said his repeater and autopatch were open to all Hams. This 
worked fine as a stop-gap solution until AARC decided what to do for an 
autopatch for 34/94. Herb, AL7G, volunteered to build a fancy autopatch 
on his own time. He got bogged down and will eventually finish a very fine 
system. 

In January 1980 we (AARC) spent $1200 for a bells & whistles autopatch 
controller that we were told would perform very well. About this time a 
decision was made to move the 34/94 repeater from Government Hill because 
che sensitivity has had to be cranked way dow to avoid intermod. 34/94 was 
to be moved to the ALASCOM building on 36th so the Bowl area would have better 
coverage with handi-talkies. Then an offer was made to put it on top of the 
Denali Towers where KHVN is located. This sounded great until Doug, KL7IKX, 
wet up just before moving day and found the RF problem to be as bad if not 
worse than on Government Hill. Well...34/94 is still on Government Hill until « 
plans are made again to move it. 

Back to the autopatch., When the great machine arrived, Fred, KL7HFM, 
put it on 16/76 to burn it in and get the bugs out while the relocation of 
34/94 was being settled. The controller was discovered to have a serious 
bug in the PROM and was sent back to the factory, received back here~same 
problem. Fred has spent countless hours of frustration in trying to work 
out the bug and has been in consultation with the manufacturer repeatedly. 
The bottom line is that the darned thing still doesn't work right. Fred i 
sending it back to the manufacturer with instructions to replace it. If i 
is not replaced,the matter will be turned over to the club attorney. 

Del has given the ok to put his autopatch back on so it should be up 
soon, HOWEVER, AS A WORD OF WARNING...ANY ABUSE SUCH AS LONG DISTANCE CALLS 
WILL CAUSE IT TO BE SHUT DOWN. Last year a couple of Hams used it for LD 
calls without paying Del and also we had an unlicensed person attempting to 
use it (FCC took care of him). Del is gracious to provide his equipment to 
the Ham community without charge for the phone line so don't screw up a good 
deal. Hopefully in the next few months 34/94 will be taken care of- 
Roy, KL7GQ, and Mark, KL7HD have volunteered to take it under their wings. 

A new VHF committee has been formed with some experts so it looks like things 
will be shaping up again. THAT'S THE STORY ON 34/94 & THE AUTOPATCH.
